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French Population and Emigration Prospects < 


The Department of Immigration having expressed | 
interest in the prospects of French population growth, with el 
particular reference to the likely extent of the future s 
impetus to emigrate from France, we have made a rapid 
ene of the demographic situation and some associated 
factors. 


2. The principal basis for this study is an article 
(attached) entitled "Prospects for the French Population up to 
1980" by the Head of the demographic section of the Institut 
National de la Statistique et des Etudes Economiques. We are 
told by the Institut (which is an official body) that this is 
thelatest official calculation that has been made and that it 
is unlikely that any further studies of the same kind will be | 
made until the results of the 1962 census are available. We Ye 
attach also an article by Professor Alfred Sauvy, Director of \ 
the National Institute of Demographical Studies, which considers 
this statistical information in relation to prospects of 
economic development in France. 


ao The I.N.S.E.E. study provides estimates based on various 
alternative hypotheses. We have taken as the most realistic 
hypothesis for our purpose that of constant fertility combined 
with declining mortality, with no allowance for migrations 
which we shall mention separately. It is particularly difficult 
in the general French sociological framework, to predict the 
likely level of fertility even in the near future. In any event 
this factor is not of primary importance for our purpose. 


4. The following tables digest information, on the above- 
mentioned hypotheses, from the I.N.S.E.E. study. All figures 
are for the beginning of the year cited.

5. Stri featues of the situation revealed by the I.N.S.E.E. 
studies are the likely slow increase of the total population, 

the even slower increase ~ both absolutely and relatively to the 
total - of the working population, and a reversal of the trend 
toward a younger population which had been noted in the past 

20 years. The following comments may be made on these aspects: 


(a) the total population will be increasing at a rate 
of between -6% and *7% in the coming years. Accrued birth-rate, 
on the hypothesis of constant fertility, which the I.N.S.E.E. 
thinks may be over-liberal, will decline from its present level 
of about 18 per thousand to about 16 per thousand in the mid-1960's, 
when there will have been a decrease in the actual number of 
births, to return in the 1970's to 18 per thousand. All these 
figures will be recognised as rather low compared with most other 
Western countries.* Speaking of the likely population level in 
1981, Professor Sauvy says : 


"With the highest (and most probable) estimate of 
51,662,000 inhabitants, France would have a density of 

94 to the square kilometre, much below the present density 
of all Western European countries (except Spain and 
Ireland) and lower by 26% than the present density ¢ven 
of Switverland, which is muéh Less% L en¢

(b) as for the work force, the "active" population, 
as defined in the I.N.S.E.E. study (page 147), will increase at 
a slower rate than the rest of the population, and will come +o 
form a slightly lower percentage of the whole, as well as 
exhibiting a less favourable large composition itself. According

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to Professor Sauvy's figures, whereas an increase in the 
work force of 751,000 by 1971 may be predicted, an increase 
of 1,201,000 would be needed to maintain the present 
percentage distribution. These sheen again, are inferior to 
those of most Western countries. he estimated increase of 
3.2% up to 1971 (this figure takes no account of declining 
mortality) exceeds only those of Sweden and Belgium out of 
rs European and North American countries quoted by Professor 
BUuVy « 


(ec) in the past 15 years the French demographic 
situation had appeared favourable, with a trend toward a more 
youthful a eg and an increase in fertility compared with 
the 19th and early 20th centuries. Part of this situation 
was however a decline in mortality, which now appears as the 
dominant factor, and a factor which will increasingly affect 
the higher as against the lower 6 groups. Professor Sauvy 
considers that if fertility reverted to its pre-War level 
the aging of the population might become alarming. 
event however the productive effort of each member of the 
active 5, ug ia will have to meet a larger burden of need. 
On strictly demographic grounds, there would seem from the 
foregoing to be rather little prospect of pressure toward 
emigration in the near future. Before reach g a firmer 
eonelusion on this however we should consider the factor of 
migrations, which for clarity we have so far left aside, and 
also say something of the economic environment in which the 
population development of the next two decades will take place. 


6. The I.N.S.E.E. study, made in 1959, includes estimates 
of migration in its figures. In the period 1954-59 there was 
& net immigration of 816,000, from the following three main 
sources: (a) immigration of Algerian Moslem workers} 

(b) permanent admission of European workers; (c) repatriation 
of Europeans from Tunisia and Morocco. Taking into account 
some of the predictions of the Commissariat du Plan, and making 
allowance for the influence of immigration on the birth rate, ; 
the I.N.S.E.E. has estimated the likely population as follows:

The "active" portion of the net immigration into France is 
astimated at about 55,000 per year over the next 15 years, or 
enough to compensate in large part for the loss of active 
population through raising of the school leaving age (see 
Table II(a) above). 


7. The migration factor is obviously of considerable 
importance, and amy attempted_ dictions in this regard must 
be highly conjectural. There is for example the possibility th 
in the event of an unfavourable outcome of the Algerian 
situation, immigration of Algerian Moslems may be entirely 
suspended and large numbers of the 400,000 now in France 
repatriated to Algeria. In such an event large numbers of the 
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1,000,000 Europeans in Algeria might well seek repatriation to 
France. But if so they would not of course take the place, to 
more than a quite small extent, of the Algerian Moslems, who 
are mostly unskilled or semi-skilled labour. There is likely 
in any event to be a continuing need for European immigrants, 
whose movement will be facilitated by the development of the E.E.C. 


8. Population and emigration prospects must of course be 
considered in the context of prospective economic development. 
We have already referred to one favourable factor: the low 
density of population in relation to natural resources. In 
common with the rest of Western Europe moreover France is 
enjoying a gree of prosperity and expansion, though there is 
a possibility that this may be halted or temporarily reversed 
in a few years. But it is questionable whether, despite the 
i, dandy See currently operating, and despite the small 

na increase of population to be expected, the rate of 
gocial and economic expansion will be sufficient to cope ) 
comfortably with the population growth. This is a essimistic 
Suggestion, but certain unfavourable factors are evident. The 
recent investigation by the Rueff Armand Commission has 
emphasized again the iron frame of uneconomic and restrictive 
habits and practices that still constrict French economic 
expansion. In contemporary Freneh parlance these practices are 
often referred to as "malthusian" ans as Professor Sauvy points 
out sectors of French opinion are ignorantly self-interested 
and lthusian" to a degree. Whereas in fact wth of the 
productive population has usually been a condition of economic 
progress, French opinion tends to feel that there are ust so 
many jobs to go round, and that an increase in population is 
an economic threat. Most of the specific conclusions of the 
Rueff Armand Commission had encountered strong opposition. As 
Professor Sauvy says: 


"This very apprehension as to possible shortage of ieve 
leads to restrictive measures which have precisely the 
effect of limiting expansion and consequently seem to 
validate the malthusian doctrine. This static approach 
fails to understand the process of continuing development 
which naturally enough is never entirely harmonious but 
demands a certain breadth of vision." 


The growth of this broader vision will certainly take time 

in France. Moreover, institutions themselves are “malthusian", 
i.e. conceived and developed on the hypothesis of stability 
rather than growth. This applies particularly to educational 
institutions, and education in France will be for some time 

in a state of near crisis, for the shortage of schools and of 
teachers of the high standard which the French are determined 
to maintain will not be quickly overcome. 


CONCLUSION 
9. Substantial emigration of the active population in the 
coming years would be socially and economica undesirable, 


from a French point of view, for the prospective natural 
inerease of population is no more than sufficient to be absorbed 
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into the national productive effort and ensure a level of 
economic activity sufficient to support the total population 
at an adequate standard. A possible impetus toward increased 
emigration is however to be found, not in demographic prospects, 
but in the possibility that economic and social factors may 
lead increasing numbers of the population to see a more 
profitable future for themselves overseas than in France. 

The extent of such an impetus is difficult to predict, but it 
is unlikely to become a massive influence. Its extent will be 
a function of the failure of the French community to adjust. 
itself to a situation of expansion, and we would hesitate to 
take a too negative view on this at the present stage. 


10. <A more immediate prospect of large-scale migration 
availability may be seen in the possibility that large numbers 
of the Burobean population of Algeria (mostly of French 
nationality though of diverse national origins) may be displaced 
from that country in the near future. Their integration into 
the French metropolitan community would be a very great problem, 
and their tendency to migrate elsewhere would certainly be 
greater than that of the metropolim French.

The Department of Immigration has expressed interest 
in the attention given by theConseil Supérieur des Francais 
de 1l'Etranger to the question of French emigration, | 


2. It may be of interest to say a word first of all 
concerning the origin and functions of this Council. It 

was set up by Decree of 7th July 1948 (copy attached) 

under the chairmanship of the Minister of Foreign Affairs 

to “give advice on such questions and plans affecting French 
nationals domiciled abroad and French expansion as may be 
submitted by the Minister for its consideration." Its 
Secretariat is provided by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

It plays a role (not mentioned in this Decree) in electing 

the six Senators representing French citizens domiciled abroad. 


3. It is true that the Council appears recently to have 
taken a particular interest in emigration, largely no doubt 
since a much greater proportion of French residents overseas 
are now in independent countries than in earlier years when 
great numbers of them were in French territories that are now 
independent. In a message to the Union des Frangais de 
1'Etranger recently, Senator Henri Longchambon, one of the 
representatives of French citizens abroad in theSenate said: 


"T am not unaware that much remains to be done and 
that new problems are arising, both because French 
emigration is changing its form and because numerous 
countries have become independent." 


4. At the Council's last meeting (25th-27th September 
1961) it had on its Agenda an item entitled "Emigration". 

We do not yet know what discussion took place under this 
item. We understand from "La Voix de la France", the 

journal of the Union des Frangaisede l'Etranger, that it will 
not be publishing the proceedings before January next, and 

it did not have on hand any text as yet. Press reports 
following the meeting did not throw any light on this part of 
the proceedings (see attached extract from "Le Monde"), and 
we hesitated to enquire of the Council's Secretariat which, 
as mentioned above, is part of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. We shall however inform you further as soon as 
possible.

A matter has risen which I think 
best for me to write to you about personally. I shall 
be sending a copy of this letter to Ralph Harry as Acting 
Secretary of the Department of External Affairs. It 
concerns the old question of a possibility of migration 
from France to Australia. 


some weeks ago, before raising some 
External Affairs matters officially, the French Ambassador 
mentioned to me personally (and he stressed that the 
information was communicated strictly on that basis) that 
the Conseil Superieur des Francais a 1'Etranger (meeting in 
Paris recently) recommended to the Government that some 
permanent government machinery be established for migration 
of Frenchmen from France, the Colonies and other foreign 
countries where they now live. In effect they were 
proposing the establishment of a French Emigration Office. 


The Ambassador explained that Council f 
consisted of elected representatives from all the French 
communities abroad, e.g. this year a prominent Sydney 
Frenchman was elected to represent the French in Australia. 
It meets once a year mainly to draw the attention of the 
French government to the problems and interests of Frenchmen 
living outside France. It sometimes makes recommendations 
about trade policy, political and cultural matters in the 
broad sense and although its decisions were only requests 


they were listened to fairly carefully by the authorities in 
Paris.

M..Monod himself who had handled migration 
matters. in his last tour of duty in the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs had never heard previously of such a suggestion as 
this. indeed when he was leaving Paris to come to Australia 
in 1960, bearing in mind conversations he had had with 
Mr. Downer in 1959, he raised with the Foreign Minister 
Couve de Murville the question of the possibility of 
immigration from France to Australia and was literally 
swept aside with the declaration that Frenchmen were free | 
to leave France if they wished to but there could be no

I asked M. Monod whether he thought the { 
situation in Algeria contributed to this particular resolution | 
of the Conseil Superieur. He thought not especially, there 

were a number of factors contributing and many Frenchmen 

living in former colonies or in other foreign countries felt 

they needed to move and in the present situation they were 

entitled to regular organised assistance from the French 

Government. His correspondence from Frenchmen wishing to 

emigrate to Australia was increasing steadily; he could do 

nothing but advise them to communicate with our Embassy in 

Paris.

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M. Monod said that even if the suggestion 
were acted on by the Government it would take time to 
become effective as it would be a very considerable step 
for the Government to take. 


On 7th November, Mr. Monod informed me in 
a personal conversation that a recent report by demographers 
in France had suggested that by 1968 there will be a positive 
need for emigration from France. 


All this leads me to ask whether you could 
keep en eye on any action that is taken about emigration 
from France following the recommendation of the Council 
mentioned above, though of course without compromising 
Monod nor raising it too directly. 


I would be grateful also if this report 
by demographers can be identified and if available copy 
obtained for the Department of Immigration. I will, if 
a good opportunity arises, ask Monod for a copy although 
when speaking to me I got the impression that he was 
quoting a press report or some other secondary source. 
You will long before this have received a telegram about 
Lord's going to Algeria.

During my recent visit to Paris you will recall 
that we discussed the subject of French nationals residing 
in Algeria. It was my feeling, and I think you ied, 
that this area could represent a fruitful source of migrant 
potential for Australia in the near future. At that time 
I indicated that it would be helpful if a survey could be 
undertaken in Algeria to learn, as far as we could at this 
stage, the likely numbers, types, and occupations of persons 
who would be available: 


(a) if recruitment were to commence during this 
financial year; and 


(vo) in the event that Algeria were granted 
independence. 


As I recall you agreed, in principle, with the 
conduct of a survey by Mr. John Lord of your staff. Since 
my return I have been directed by my Minister to arrange for 
such a survey to be undertaken. It seems to me that 
Mr. Lord who has been handl immigration questions within 
your Embassy would be eminently suitable to undertake the 
survey. His knowledge of the present situation of emigration 
from Algeria, and his past experience of immigration work 
would, feel, enable him to enquire into the subject sad 
furnish the type of comprehensive report we would require. 


I might mention that if the survey discloses that 
we could expect numbers of skilled tradesmen to be available 
particularly in the Metal Trades, I would need to take early 
action to have a further report prepared on the trade training 
methods adopted in France (and in Algeria).

Re As was anticipated few have been able to comply with 
the conditions laid down in Sir Tasman Heyes' letter of 21st 
April to the Ambassador. It appears that, of the 750 enquiries 
which were held here, and the 1500 or more made at the British 
Consulate-General, only 100 have been followed up by a request 

for further information and an application form. (Form letter 
A.F.1 mentioned in the Consulate-—General's letter sets out the 
general conditions to be fulfilled by applicants from Algeria and 
has a tearmoff slip to be returned to the Consulate—General by 
those interested in proceeding with an application.) Of these 100, 
only ten have so far lodged firm applications. Out of 150 personal 
enquiries at the Consulate-General only 5 were able to proceed 
with a firm application. Although the migration programmes in the 
two areas are not of course comparable it is perhaps interesting 
to note that the ratio of applications to enquiries for Algeria is 
only going to be about one fifth of the figure for metropolitan 
France.

The latter 
has just returned from Algeria where he has been making a survey 
which will guide future Canadian policy. Mr. Grant considers that 
with the increasing prosperity of Europe resulting from the success 
of the Common Market, and the possibility of a freer flow of labour 
between one European country and another under the terms of the 
Treaty of Rome, it is going to be increasingly difficult to draw 
skilled migrant labour from this source. He foresees that the 
Canadian programme in France, which at present runs to about three 
thousand a year (with a peak of five and a half thousand reached in 
1957) may be cut by a third to a half by 1965 and it is therefore 
necessary at this stage to make plans for taking people from new

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Successful applicants are not given a visa, but an authority to enter 
Canada provided that they can satisfy, the immigration officer at the 
border that their documents are in order and that they meet normal 
selection requirements. Mr. Marleau said that his visit had impressed 
on him the need for some sort of processing arrangements to be made 
soon in Algeria. Any organisation would probably need to be expanded 
rapidly at a later stage, as the need arose. 


5. The purpose of Mr. Marleau's visit was to assess potential 
numbers, the particular section of the populations which would be 
interested in moving to Canada, the work qualifications of this section 
and assimilation prospects. He spent about ten days in Algeria and 

spoke with a large number of French and non-French officials, including 
the British Consul in Algiers and the Vice-Consul in Oran. He commented 
incidentally, that he was impressed with the assessments of the former, 
Mr. Evans, who has lived for just on twanty years in North Africa, the 
last ten of them in Algeria, and has a thorough knowledge of the country. 
Mr. Evans has been very helpful with our own processing arrangements. 


6. Mr. Marleau made several interesting observations. Firstly, he 
considered that the real exodus of French settlers would not begin before 
1963. There may be several hundreds leaving before then but thereafter 
the annual exodus would probably be counted in tens of thousands. / 
Altogether he thought that there would be about 300,000 French wanting |! 
to leave. (This is a rather more conservative estimate than the figure I 
of 500,000 recently given to the Commercial Counsellor by the director | 
of a French bank who has close contacts with government banking and 
industrial circles and is very well informed.) He based his assessment | 
on the likelihood of the French granting some form of independence to | 
Algeria by next year, with provision for the resettlement or regrouping | 
of the French population to begin in earnest during 1963. He thought that 
by that stage too the French Government would possibly be offering 
financial assistance for resettlement. The possibility that a quite large 
proportion of the European population may eventually have to be repatriated 
is being more openly discussed here. If this should happen it could be 
expected to lead the French Government, confronted by the very consideraple« 
financial and other problems of resettlement, to take a more positive 

eee attitude to emigration (ef. attached article from yesterday's New York 
Herald Tribune, Paris Edition). 


Ts Mr. Marleau confirmed what the British Consulate-General had 

told us previously, that the Algerian-French were more interested in 
resettlement in Australia than in other countries. One of the main con- | 
siderations was climate; many farmers saw in Australia the only country | 
to which they could adequately transfer the experience they had gained in } 
Algeria, He said that at present enquiries about Australia outnumbered 
those about Canada by ten to one. 


8, Mr. Marleau did not think that assimilation in Australia would t 
be a serious problem. The outlook and way of life of the Algerian-French 
was rather different from that of the metropolitan French. They would 
probably settle better in a foreign country (he mentioned Australia in 
particular) than in France where they would not expect to have to make a 
conscious effort to adjust, and he thought it unlikely that the privileged 
position that they now occupied in Algeria would present a major obstacle to 
their assimilation in a new country. 

/ 
9. From these and other observations it seemed that we should perhaps 
start to prepare now for the eventual handling of applications by large 
numbers of Algerian French. We would of course still have to move discreetly. 
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Probably a larger section of the French—Algerian population has in 
recent months, if not become reconciled,to, at least acknowledged more 
realistically its future prospects. It would not, however, be politic 
to exploit this feeling until it was openly acknowledged by the French 
authorities that the best prospect for the future lies in early migration 
of many European residents. Also, from our own point of view, when we 
wish again to stimulate the flow of migrants to Australia, it would not 
be wise to offer any positive inducement to Algerian-french migration 
until we have tested the rather speculative answers to some questions 
(such as assimilation prospects) and answered some others (such as 
recognition of trade qualifications). No doubt a first hand assessment 
on the spot by an Australian official would be desirable at some stage. 


10, Meanwhile we are faced with the question of the continuation 
of the present limited programme. The British Consulate-General in 
Algiers has just reminded us that the authority for the employment of 
a bielingual shorthand-typist to deal with our migration enquiries 
expires on 15th September. They have recommended that she be employed 
for a further period of four months as they expect to receive a number 
of applications and many enquiries at the end of the holiday period 
(August) necessitating a considerable amount of secretarial work. It seems 
likely that quite a large proportion of ninety odd who have requested 
applications forms will start to lodge them just as the secretary's 
present term is due to expire, and we therefore support the Consulate-= 
General's recommendation. We should be glad if you would seek the 
Department of Immigration's concurrence and ask them to inform London | 
if they approve.

Although it 

is no doubt too early to draw conclusions, the relatively smell number of 
A.F.1. chits returned so far is probably an indication that very few of 
the intending immigrants are able to satisfy the conditions laid down. 


36 As regards the general processing of applications, we 

have now over one hundred applicants who are in stage A.F.2. Of the ten 

who have completed Form 47, there are three electricians, two clerks, 

four mechanics and one engineer. Six of the applicants are French nationals; 
one is naturalized French of Spanish descent, two are Spanish and one is 
Italian. Only two of the applicants have any knowledge of the English 


language. 


he We have personally interviewed about 150 other enquirers 
at this Consulate General, nearly all of whom were married with young 
children. Only five were able to proceed with their application, the 
rest were unable to comply with the conditions, (particularly the 
accommodation guarantee). Most of these enquirers were very disappointed 
and a number expressed their intention of making application to immigrate 
to Canada. In the course of conversation with many of these would—be 
immigrants, it emerged that if they were allowed to immigrate they would 
only be able to land in Australia with sums of money ranging from the 
equivalent of £4200. -— £A400. If, for record purposes, you require any 
further information about the qualifications, skills and prospects of 
assimilation of this type of enquirer please let us know. 


5. Would you please confirm that it is in order to continue 
with stage A.F.3. (i.e. medical examination) in the cases of naguralized 
French persons born in Spain or Italy.

| Thank you for your memorandum of 25th January, with 
which was enclosed memorandum No. 43 from the Australian 
Embassy, Paris, regarding the granting of assisted passages 
to French nationals of European descent living in Algeria. 


Ce At the time when the General Assisted Passage 

Scheme was extended to France it was intended that assistance 
should be granted only to suitable French nationals of European 
descent living in what is geographically France proper. This 
is clearly set out in paragraph 4 of memorandum 57/66028 of 
17th October,1960, which states quite unequivocally : 


"T+ should be carefully noted that this 
extension covers only French nationals 
living in France". 


36 Although Algeria constitutionally speaking might 
form part of the French Republic, it is not our intention 
to grant passage assistance to French nationals who are 
residing in that country. 


4. To clarify the questions raised by the Australian 
Embassy, I should like to reiterate our policy as follows: 


(a) Passage assistance under the General 
Assisted Passage Scheme is to be granted 
only to suitable French nationals of 
European descent living in Metropolitan 
Departments (including Corsica). 


Passage assistance is not to be granted 
to French nationals who reside in Algeria. 


) French nationals living in Algeria are 
eligible for admission as unassisted 
migrants, either under form 47 or form 40 
‘arrengements, as set out in the Handbook 
of Instructions to Overseas Posts. 


It is agreed that no special measures be 
instituted to attract French nationals from 
Algeria (vide paragraph 6 of Paris' 
memorendum 43). 


We prefer applications from French nationals 
living in Algeria, who can be considered only 
under form 47 or form 40 policy, to be 
handled by the British Consular authorities

French Immigration to Australia : Information 
distributed by French Consulate-General, Sydney 


We attach a copy, with translation, of a document 
recently produced to us by an intending migrant andsaid to 
emanate from the French Consulate-General at Sydney. It 
would appear that this document has been used by the Consulate- 
General, until recently at least, as a routine reply to requests 
forsinformation from French citizens considering migration to N 
Australia. 


B's It will be seen that this information sheet conveys a 
generally discouraging impression of prospects for French 
migrants to Australia. Moreover it contains a number of 
inaccuracies of fact, such as the statement that an intending 
migrant with dependants needs a guarantee of accommodation

of information to prospective enquirers has improved with the 
availability of the fact pamphlets and the wages and taxation 
leaflets in the French language. It is also pleasing to 

learn that most of the accumulated back-log of work 
particularly in regard to the processing of applications 

from Yugoslav and Hungarian refugees has been overcome to 

a large extent and that the Paris staff are now in a better 
position to handle applications from French nationals. 


Sie All things mnsidered, I think that we can now 
proceed with the introduction of the General Assisted 
Passage Scheme in France but since the accommodation 
guestion is still somewhat of a problem, the scheme could 
be introduced on the lines mentioned by the Ambassador in 
paragraph 6 of memorandum No. 667. 


4. It is suggested that the 1st November, 1960, 
could be adopted as a commencement date for the Scheme in 
France and Commonwealth Migration Officers in Australia 
have been notified accordingly.

I refer to your memorandum of llth March covering advice 
you have received from the Embassy in Paris about information sent 
by this Department to prospective French migrants. 


As you will be aware, the Embassy receives our Monthly 
Summaries of Employment Trends which should provide sufficient 
information for the answering of enquiries as to employment condi- 
tions in Australia generally. It has been recognised, however 
that requests for more specific information about the employmen 
of individuals usually could not be satisfactorily answered by 
overseas posts, but need to be referred direct to this Department. 


On average, each week we receive over 200 written 
enquiries from prospective migrants in a great many countries. 
From subsequent correspondence and contacts with migrants on 
arrival in Australia, it would seem that in general those writing 
to the Department have been satisfied with the advice and informa- 
tion given them - indeed complaints have been extremely rare. One 
difficulty, which is alluded to in your correspondence, is that 
enauirers sometimes give little or no information to serve as a 
basis for our reply, which in these circumstances must necessarily 
be in somewhat general and standard terms. The complaints brought 
to your attention could be in this category. 


We are not in favour, however, of requiring those making 
enquiries to complete a questionnaire. It would not be easy to 
design a reasonably simple questionnaire that would be suitable 
for all classes of enquirers, ranging as they do from professional 
to unskilled workers, and more or less stereotyped responses to 
items on a questionnaire may be less useful than the narrative 
type material provided by most encuirers. 


It may be useful if overseas posts were to advise those 
writing to this Department for employment information to include in 
their letter the following basic information:- 


Name, Age, Sex, Marital Status, Education - level 
reached and examinations passed, occupational or 
trade training, professional qualifications, 5 
any, and employment history given in detail. 


These points could be listed, with brief explanatory 
comment, in a simple leaflet of some kind which could be given to 
those enouiring at overseas posts. I will seek the views of 
the Department of Immigration on this suggestion and will write 


to you again.

We refer to your memorandum 1531/73 of 18.3.60, ~ 
attaching memorandum 174 from the Australian Embassy, 
Paris, concerning the immigration of French families 
repatriated from North Africa. 


We are arranging for the Acting Chief Migration 
Officer, The Hague, to contact your Ambassador, so that 
he might in the near future, visit Paris to assess the 
potential and types of migrants we may get from this source. 


French nationals who are former residents of 
North Africa, who are of European descent, and who 
now reside in France, are on the same footing regarding 
eligibility for migration as other French nationals living 
in France proper. From the Ambassador's letter it is quite 
clear that this policy is being adopted and, when the 
General Assisted Passage Scheme is implemented in France, 
former North African residents can be considered for 
assisted passages.

Some time ago I asked the Department to clarify a number of points 
before implementation of the Assisted Passage Scheme in France and I understand 
that these were taken up with the Department of Immigration. It is not clear 
to me whether we may expect to hear further about these matters through our 
own Department in Canberra or should rely mainly upon what the Hague Migration 
Office is able to tell us.

A Potential Source of Immigration: Repatriated 
French Families from North Africa 


A good deal of attention has been attracted by the problem of reinteg- 
rating into the French community the 350,000 French former residents of North 
Africa, especially from Tunisia and Morocco (another 80,000 are expected to come 
to Frence from Tunisia and Morocco within the next few months). According to 
figures published by the President of the National Association of French People 
from North Africa and Overseas, the families already repatriated from Tunisia and 
Morocco fall into the following categories :

Re Frequently, enquiries are received from French people who are still 
resident in Tunisia or Morocco, or in Algeria, regarding the possibility of 
emigrating to Australia. The present position is that French people living in 
Tunisia and Morocco are told that they must have a sponsor to lodge an applic- 
ation in Australia. In practice, this advice puts an end to their interest in 
emigrating to Australia. French people living in Algeria who apply to the British 
Consul are referred to this Embassy; we send them the usual forms and tell them 
they will have to come to Paris for an interview at a later stage. This usually 
is the last we hear from them. 


Be Frenchmen from North Africa who have already established themselves 
in France are gheoe as other French people. They are eligible to go to

Australia as fare paying immigrants if they have no children and possess landing 
money of £25 per person (and can satisfy our normal immigration requirements) ; 
but those who have families are eligible only if they lave a sponsor in Australia 
who can provide accommodation or if they possess enough money to pay a deposit 

on a house on arrival (about £1000). These conditions often prevent them from 
pursuing enquiries any further. 


4. When the Assisted Passage Scheme becomes operative in France the position 
of these repatriated French people with children will be radically altered, since 
in addition to receiving portion of their fare, selected immigrants will no longer 
need a sponsor in Australia or money for a deposit on a house. It is possible, 
therefore, that we shall receive a very large number of applications from these 
people when the provisions of the Assisted Passage Scheme become well known. 

Taking this into account, I would expect no difficulty in our obtaining 1000 

French immigrants per annum (a figure mentioned to me by Mr Downer when he was 
here). Indeed many more may wish to go to Australia. 


Be I would suggest that this matter might be discussed with the Immigration 
Department, as it throws rather a different light upon the possibilities of 


migration from France in the near future. It should also be noted that some 
of the French residents of North Africa are of Maltese or Italian descent and 


some may be partly of Arab descent.

(b) The whole field of Franco-Australian civil aviation relations 
was covered in informal and very frank discussions that took 
place in Melbourne last November petween Australian and French 
civil aviation delegations, A detailed report of these discussions 
was forwarded to the Embassy under cover of memorandum No, 539 
of llth December, 1958. 
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Subsidised French Flour, 


(a) Since 1950, France has substantially increased her share of 
the world export flour market, In Australia's view - 


(i) France has been able to do this only because she 
heavily subsidises her flour and wheat exports; 


(ii) The French subsidies contravene G,A,T.T. 


(iii) We face the prospect of being forced out of our 
traditional export markets for flour if Frece 
continues her present flour export policy, 


(b) Following unsuccessful attempts to iron out our difficulties 
with France on this matter by means of bilateral discussions 
we had resort to G.A.T.T. The Panel of Conciliation appointed 
to hear the matter found in November, 1958, that - 


(i) The system of payments made by the French Government 
to exporters of flour resulted in the grant of 
subsidies within the terms of G.A.T.T. 


(ii) These subsidies contributed largely to the increase 
of French exports of wheat and flour, 


(iii) French exports of flour "have in fact to a large 
extent displaced Australian supplies" in our 
traditional markets in South and South-East Asia, 


(c) The Panel recommended, in effect, that France revise its system 
of financing exports of flour to South-East Asia, or agree to 
enter into consultations with Australia before making new contracts 
for the export of flour to South-East Asian markets, 


(d) The Panel's report was adopted by the contracting parties of G.A.T.T. 
The French delegation did not accept the Panel's conclusions but 
agreed to bring its recommendations to the notice of their Government, 


(e) The Embassy is well acquainted with this matter, The Ambassador 
led the Australian delegation in the last round of bilateral 
discussions with the French (July, 1958). 


Trade Imbalance, 


Australia has had a current trade surplus with France of over 
£4.50 million over the last six years. Our main exports are greasy wool 
and sheepskins while our main imports are silk piece goods and metal 
manufactures and machinery, The French would like assurances of increased 
markets in Australia but have been told that under the Australian non- 
discriminatory system of global import quotas no such assurances can be 
given. A note on this and other trade questions was sent to the Embassy 
on 25th August, 1958. 


8. You will appreciate that the above list is not 
meant to be exhaustive or to restrict your judgment. No doubt other 
subjects will arise on which you will wish to report, As a general 
practice you will of course keep your Australian colleagues at other 
Australian posts informed of major developments of direct interest to 
them which you report to me, 


A most important part of your Embassy functions 
will be the furtherance of Australia's commercial interests, It will have 
senior representation from the Trade Department, Correspondence between 
the Secretaries of External Affairs and Trade on this subject, copies of 
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which have been sent to the Embassy, will indicate our desire that the 
effort should be a well co-ordinated and co-operative one, You would be 
well advised to keep before ym the terms of the Prime Minister's direction 
of December 1950, governing the relations between the Senior Government 
Representative (yourself) and representatives of other Departments, 


10, In discussions with the Trade Department we have 
recognised that there will be visits to Paris from time to time of officials 
concerned in Trade and economic matters, especially for the purpose of 
contact with the standing or ad hoc international conferences (e.g, 0.E.E.C.) 
that are held in Paris, This is the product of the development of the Six 
and the corresponding need for co-ordination of any commercial activities 

in all European capitals (and elsewhere where the Europeans are competing 
with us). We regard these visits as normal but, although they do not 
directly affect the Ambassador's jurisdiction, we have asked that he 

be kept informed the better to enable him or his staff to maintain 
continuity of effort. Sir Edwin McCarthy and Mr. Warwick Smith (Commer- 
cial Advisor in London) may make occasional visits. Both understand 

their informal status vis-a-vis the French Government should their enquiries 
lead them to want to have talks with the French Government and I have no 
doubt you will assist them with their contacts, expecting at the same time 
that your Embassy will be kept fully incormed,

of leaflets from other banks, the position is rather different 
in that the Comptoir National booklet is, apparently, primarily 
concerned with advertising the bank's facilities and, very 
secondarily, providing general information on Australia. 


4. A second feature of M. Marais' suggestion which should be 
brought to the notice of the Department of Immigration is his 
bank's intention to include in the brochure details of eu» 
private assistance towards the passages of sponsored migrants. 
Such schemes, I understand, have been of concern to the Depart- 
ment of Immigration in the past. 


5. The Trade Counsellor at this Bnbassy has been in contact already 
with his Department in Australia, reporting M. Marais' sugges- 
tions. As you know, the Comptoir National is the only non- 
British bank established in Australia and in a general way the 
trade authorities are concerned to give the bank any possible 
assistance in order to encourage its interest in investment in 
Australia. M. Marais has consistently pointed out the special 
position which his bank enjoys and we would like to be in a 
position to give him an early reply to the questions he has now 


raised.

Paris Embassy: Immigration Work 


I should be glad if you would refer to my earlier memoranda ? 
concerning the volume of migration work now being dealt with by 
this Embassy, to which I have as yet received no reply. 


Ze In February last year I sent you statistics covering the 
breakdown of migration enquiries we received during 1955 and 
attach now a second list showing the volume for 1956. I also 
attach a breakdown of figures for the period lst October 1956 

to 15th January 1957, showing the area origin of applications. 
From this you will see that while the high rate of applications 
from North Africa has been maintained, that from Metropolitan 
France has reached a level not experienced in the past four years. 
This latter trend applies particularly to the last six months of 
the year and may be a reflexion of the general malaise prevailing 
in Western European countries and prompting many to seek to 
establish themselves in the new worlds. Add to these applications 
from France and North Africa those fifteen hundred odd we have 
received from Hungarian refugees at present in France. 


3. It may be that the drive to emigrate from France itself will 
slacken but even at a slightly diminishing rate, the volume of 
immigration work here (excluding the special category of Hungarian 
refugees) is now of such proportions that it cannot be dealt with 

by my existing staff with sufficient promptness to ensure that our 
public relations do not suffer. Consider the work in the first 
fortnight of January. In that period alone there were 160 callers 
at the Embassy to be interviewed on migration encguiries. It was 
impossible for the two officers in the section to cope with these and 
the volume of correspondence springing from written enquiries. As 
it had not been possible to find a replacement for the clerk of this 
section who left us on 7th November I engaged a typist the first week 
of January to assist with the correspondence and to be retained on a 
temporary basis for such time as the work requires.

Migration Officer to this post. This is now urgent and I should 

be glad of your early advice. Pending the appointment of a 
permanent officer from that department, you may consider it desirable 
for an officer from London to visit Paris to examine the situation 
and give interim assistance to the section. 


6. There is also the special administrative problem created by 

the presence in France of a large number of Hungarian refugees wishing 
to migrate to Australia. Of the 1500 applications we have received 
from them, only a third are considered by the French authorities as 
likely to be pursued (see our memorandum no. 69). But even for 500, 
that is a special category over and above French applications, we 
shall need extra assistance. The following must be taken into 
consideration: 


Le the refugees are settled in camps throughout France 
and not therefore in easy access to the Embassy; 


20 few can speak French or English and need assistance 
even to complete the necessary forms; 


de how are their medical examinations to be arranged? 
A visit to the camps by an Australian Medical Officer 
would be the best method. If this is not possible 
we shall need authority to make suitable arrangements 
with the French authorities. 


4. Being of Iron Curtain origin all must be interviewed 
for security reasons. 


Te This situation is of course not peculiar to France and I am 
aware that, according to our present policy, emergency arrangements 
for Hungarian refugees have been instituted only Austria.

The Imnigration Section of this Embassy has been approached by the above= 


French and European nationals now residing in Tunisia but anxious to emigrate 
because of the present political situation in North Africae 


The Presence Francaise Union was originally founded by members of the French 
Community in Morocco and Tunisia with the aim of protecting French and European 
settlers’? interests canpramised by Frenco/Arab tensions and the developments towards 
Moroccan and Tunisian independence, 


Recently, and coinciding with a noticeable deterioration in the position of 
European residents in Tunisia, Mr. Georges ROBERT, a delegate of the movement, called ~ 
at this Embassy and expressed the interest of Presence Frangeise members in migrating © 
to Australias 

He was informed of the general conditions for entry into Australia and was 
interviewed by the Counsellor, He asked particulerly what financial assistance 
might be given by the Commonwealth to members of the Union unable to find their 
own fares to Australia. 


He advised us that a member of the movement, Mr. Roger SULTANA would shortly 
leave Tunis for Australia and had been delegated to approach the Department of 
Immigration in connection with migration and financial assistance questions, 


We understand that Mr. SULTANA was due to travel on the " SYDNEY " arriving 
in Sydney on October 3lst, 1956. 


Members of Presence Frangaise who have been interviewed have created a very 
favourable impression and might well became valuable immigrants in so far as most 
of them are highly tradesmen and agriculturists. 


The Enbassy has not been approached farmally on migration questions by the 
main branch of Presence Frangaise Union, which was located in Casablanca and which 
was known to encourage migration to Australia, Canada and South American countries 

This branch was in fact dissolved early in September by the Cherifien Government 


of Morocco and several meiibers of the Union, including Docteur CAUSSES, the President, 
and Colonel RAYMOND, in charge of migration, were expelled from Morocco, 


ooe/ees 
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These measures may well have been inspired by political motives as the Union 
has played a prominent role in Moroccan pre~independence politic and subsequently. 


fhe Tunisian brench has not been associated so openly with political aspira- 
tions, and has not to date at any rete aroused similar hostility from the Tunisien 
Government. However, we have referred these developments to you to underline the 
care needed in dealing with migration enquiries from North Africa, It may be that 
Mr. SULTANA does not in fect approach you as originally intended, but it does not 
geem that any formal encouragement can be given to his movement beyond the 
assurance that individual applications for migration will be examined on their 
merit, and every assistance given according to the present regulations.

We have no migration agreement with France nor do many 
French migrants come to this country, and no Immigration funds

I understand that previously national publicity 
arrangements for France were controlled by your Department and 
I trust you can arrange for the Embassy to receive futher 
material.

countries other than France; however, recent applicants aave 
included a number of cooks and trained hotel staff etc. for 

whom there would appear to be a definite demand. Uniike the 

Jewish community, these people do not usually have any contacts 

in Australia through which they can secure the necessary 
nomination, and there does not seem much likelihood that 

any result would be obtained from writing to firms in Australia 
which, quite understandably, are reluctant to engage and 

sponsor migrants whose qualifications and capacity for work 

are not known. Nor is there, to my knowledge, any central

Migrants are entirely free to travel to Australia any way they 
wish either by sea or air and may book their passages by any Shipping 
Company or Travel Agency. 


Many requests, however, are received asking for travel inform- 
ation and name and address of a travel company. It is usual for me in 
such cases to give specific names and addresses or advise migrants to 
contact a reputable local travel agenoy. 


Under the Assisted Passage Scheme I have a responsibility to 
book approved migrants. I therefore give a preference to the Companies 
with the eheapest fares, viz. 


1; RUYS & CO. 13, rue Auber = (Sole booking agents for 
Orient Line). 


2:  AMBRICAN LLOYD - 7, rue Auber + (Booking agents for 
Messageries Maritimes <

I ean only obtain a few passages per year through Ruys & Co. but 
have a satisfactory allocation from American Lloyd. 


In the case in point I had a greater allocation than I could 
fill and I invited Unassisted migrant MILJANCEVIC (and a few others) to 
take the opportunity, if he so desired, of sailing on the SKAUBRYN at the 
reasonable fare, on Continental ships, of 109.821 Frs. 


American Lloyd agent in Australia is : American Lloyd World 
Travel Service - 83/89 William Street - Melbourne. I understand that 
Orient Lloyd - 28/32 Elizabeth Street was previously the Australian Agent 
for American Lloyd, France, but due to business differences the Agency was 
discontinued and a new agent appointed.

On my own I managed, after a month of searching, to find a 
job. Six Weeks: later the Manager had to sack 40 workers 
including myself, and here I am again a fortnight later still 
looking for wok. 


It seems that I am in a very precarious position, all 
the more so because I am with my wife and child. 


We have seen many French people who have been able to 
get the money for their assisted passages as they Bad’ dGéneveir 
military service. I was unfortunately not able to serve 
my country as I was deported by military force, but as soon 
as I returned I joined up and served from the end of 1915 to ' 
the beginning of 1927, 


of That assistance would enable me, if the critical situation 
ai continues, at least to send back my family to France, which, 
.. believe me, would be a gréat relief. 


I assure you that I did not want to have to write this | 
letter, and I ask you to excuse me - and I hope with all my .

We have no knowledge of any coniplainte 
by individual French migrants or by groups‘of their dissatifaction 
with Australian conditions.

Have received a formal note from the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs advising receipt of a certain report 
from the French Consul General in Sydney with reference 
to French Nationals who have immigrated recently to 
Australia, The Ministry states that from a study of 
these reports it would seem that certain French workers 
were led to emigrate to Australia as a result of 
Misleading statements and to expect a way of life more 
favourable than they have found, They suggest that to 
avoid further misunderstanding there should be a 
discussion between the Embassy and the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs with reference to the terms under which French 

workers are able to find employment in Australia.
